f Start Negotiations’ on Troop Cut 
In Europe , Brezhnev Tells West

MOSCOW. May 14 i NYT '. — 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, tiie Com- 
munist party lender, today 
called on tlie Western powers to 
test Soviet intentions and begin 
exploratory negotiations on ways 
of reducing troop levels and ar- 
maments in centre 1 Europe. 

Speaking in Tbilisi, the capital 
of Soviet Georgia, at ceremonies 
marking the 50th anniversary of 
Soviet rule in that Caucasian 
republic. Mr. Brezhnev said the 
Soviet Union would do every- 
thing in its power “for 
{strengthening peaceful ov 
existence of states, regardless of 
their social system." 

Mr. Brezlmev had proposed 


such force reductions in liis ad- 
dress to the 24th congress of the 
Communist party on March 20. 
Jt had attracted some interest in 
Western capitals at the time be- 
cause it was similar to proposals 
made by the NATO countries. But 
it was noted here that proposals 
for reducing forces have been 
made by both the Warsaw Pact 
and NATO through the years to 
no effect. 

Timing Draws Attention 
The timing of Air. Brezhnev’s 
remarks today, however, sug- 
gested that the Kremlin may have 
decided to press harder for such 
talks as a way of attracting flag- 
ging Western intere?t to the 
much-discussed Warsjw Pact idea

CAIRO. May It 'UPIj — Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat formed a new 
Egyptian government trnlght 
after announcing he recently 
blocked a coup attempted bj his 
political opponents. 

In an off-the-cuff. 35 -minute 
speech broadcast nationwide, M\ 
Sadat said he had found hi; 
office bugged and the Cairo radio 
station surrounded by his own 
security men. 

He said he has placed War 
Minister Gen. Mohammed Fawri 
under house arrest and jailed two 
senior police officers and some 
members of the Arab Socialist 
Union, Egypt's onl7 political 
party. 

Tlie National Assembly, at an 
emergency session tonight, unani- 
mously agreed to oust 18 members 
from its membership, including 
Assembly Speaker Lablb Stink eir 
and Deputy Speaker Kamal Eddin 
Hinawl, the semi-official Middle 
East News Agency said. 

Others ousted from the 360- 
member house included outgoing 
Information Minister Mohammed 
Fayek and top Arab Socialist 
Union executive Dia Eddin 
Dnwood- 

Tlie Assembly later passed a 
unanimous resolution “declaring 
complete support for all the ac- 
tions taken by President Sadat 
to achieve freedom for the citi- 
zens. eradicate the centers of 
power and raise high the word cf 
law,’’ Cairo radio said.

LONDON. May 14 >UPIi.— 
British officials disqualified 46 
Americans from flying to New 
York today on a reduced- fa re 
charter flight. The head of the 
airline then accused the officials 
of "Nazi-type propaganda meth- 
ods." 

Department of Trade and In- 
dustry inspectors in a spot check 
at London's Gatwick Airport 
found 46 of the 158 passengers 
boarding the Laker Airways 747 
jumbo jet were not bonafide 
members of the chartering club, 
a department spokesman said. 

The 46 had not been members 
of the group, known as “The 
Lert Hard Club' of New York, 
for six months before the trip, 
as required by international 


charter “group affinity" regula- 
tion.:. the spokesman said. 

Freddie Laker, head of the air- 
line. accused the department of 
alerting news media, including 
television crews, that the spot 
check probably would turn up il- 
legal charter -travelers. 

Mr. Laker said the Inspectors 
severely questioned passengers i:i 
the full glare of television 
camera; and called this “Nari- 
type propaganda methods . . . 
Gestapo interrogation methods, 
utterly immoral, illegal and un- 
forglvabie." 

“Illegal travel is insuppor table 
and I air. not for a moment con- 
doning the action of passengers 
in trying to travel without the 
necessary qualifications,” Mr. 


Laker said. “But it is bloody dis- 
gusting that in this country gov- 
ernment officials can act the 
way they have done today." 

The department spokesman said 
the inspectors checked the Laker 
passengers on the basis of infor- 
mation provided by an informant. 
But he denied the department 
alerted news media. 

Last month, under similar cir- 
cumstances. department inspectors 
kept more than 100 American 
and Canadian passengers from 
boarding a Laker charter flight. 

Today, the Laker Jumbo final- 
ly flew off four hours late with 
lir passengers whom the Inspec- 
tors ^a:d were qualified mem- 
bers of "The Left Hand Club."

Bomb Kills 
Policeman 
In Athens 


ATHENS, May H (Reuters).— 
A home-made bomb killed a 
policeman and injured another 
In an apparent anti-American, 
action in the heart of Athens at 
dawn today. 

The blast, near the statue of 
former UjS. President Harry S. 
Truman, was the latest in a 
mounting series of explosions for 
which various resistance groups 
have claimed responsibility. Hie 
underground organizations have 
charged that the U.S. govern- 
ment is keeping Greece's four- 
year-old military regime in Dow- 
er, even if with indirect support. 

The slain policeman, constable 
Athanaslos Constantaghas, 25, 
tried to pick up the bomb pack- 
age in the small park where the 
bronze statue stands, near the 
royal palace and the mansion o[ 
Greece's regent, Gen. George 
ZoitakJs. 

Another policeman in a patrol 
car, Nicholas Levaditis, 27. shout- 
ed at him to drop the parcel, 
but the bomb exploded in Mr. 
Constantaghas'3 hands, killin g 
him and injuring Mr. Levaditis 
in the leg, the police said. 

Security Measures 


The police later intensified 
security measures In central 
Athens, patrolling the center of 
the capital. Security police In 
public buildings and foreign 
embassies were doubled- 

The measures follow a threat 
by an underground organization 
last night that It would take 
violent action against Americans 
and American property in Greece. 

The pro-royalist organization, 
called Free Greeks, blamed Amer- 
ican policy for keeping the mili- 
tary regime in power in Greece 
and said it considered this policy 
as an enemy of the Greek 
people.

24-Hour Lava Vigil 

The inhabitants of the four vil- 
lages — Fomazao, Milo, Sant' Alfio 
and Zalferana — are keeping a 24- 
hour watch on the lava flows. 
All four towns were evacuated in 
1950 duirng an eight-month-long 
eruption that damaged the com- 
munities. 

The lava flow burned supports, 
causing the collapse of two 
bridges over a mountain stream, 
and has reached a mountain road 
Kh«.t rises from the sea to Etna's 
heights. 

It was when the lava reached 
this road that hundreds of 
tourists, standing further down 
the mountain, cheered and ap- 
plauded- 'Villagers, shouted ~*n r 
grily at . the tourists.

Analysts See Papal Letter 
As Pragmatic View of Society 


By Paul 

ROHE, May 14 (NYT-rf—Tbe 
Vatican today made public Pope 
Paul's apostolic letter bringing up 
to date the Roman Catholic 
Church’s position on social prob- 
lems and advocating a new kind 
of free society. 

Churchmen here said that ' a 
first analysis of the 12 ,000- word 
document showed It to reflect 
what they termed "Christian 
pragmatism." 

The analysts explained that the 
papal letter reconfirmed the 
church’s baric posture about half- 
way between Socialism, and liber- 
alism In such fundamental themes 
as its condemnation of atheistic 
Marxism amt the “development of 
private property as a safeguard 
against tyranny.” 

However, Pope Paul’s approach 
to Mandsm and Socialism was 
found to appear more differen- 
tiated end pragmatic than that 
of any pope before his imme- 
diate predecessor. Pope John 
XXIII, who was extensively 
quoted in the apostolic letter. 

Pope Paul acknowledged that 
many Christians were today 
“attracted by Socialist currents 
and their different evolutions,” 
denounced the weakness of all 
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Hofmann ' 

ideologies and the fallacies of 
what he termed sew utopias and 
declared that Christians could 
choose among different Twndrfs of 
society. 

“It la necessary to invent forms 
of modem democracy,” Pope 
Paul said In his pronouncement, 
“not only by giving every man 
the possibility of Informing and 

expressing himself, but by 
engaging in a common re- 
sponsibility.” 

Pope Paul’s apostolic letter 
will be known by the opening 
words Of its Latin text, "Octo- 
gesima Adveniens” (The Ap- 
proaching Eightieth), a reference 
to the 80th anniversary to- 
morrow of the encyclical “Rerum 
Novarum’ 1 (Of New Things) by 
Pope Leo XHL 

“Rerum Nova ram,” which bore 
the subtitle “On the Condition 

of Workers," was a milestone in 

the development of the church’s 
social thought and has been 
termed the magna carta of the 
Christian trade-union movement 
In 1881, when the industrial 
revolution was spreading across 
Europe and the New World. Pope 
Leo warned that workmen must 
be paid in a way “to maintain 
the wage-earner in reasonable 
wad frugal comfort.” “Rerum 
No varum” upheld the workers’ 
rights to organise themselves to 
defend their interests. 

Pope Paul's letter seemed to 
assume that organized labor 
needed no further encourage- 
ment He cautioned unions 
against w> fanning their strength 
to enforce excessive demands by 
crippling strikes. 

Rather, the Pope suggested, 
more attention should be devoted 
to the ‘mew proletarians” In the 
urban ghettoes and on the 
margins of Industrial society, 
the victims of underdevelopment 
and discrimination, discontented 
women and restless young people. 

Pope Paul's letter said nothing 
about the wages of Industrial 
workers, discussing such “new 
b octal problems” as urban 
stresses and alienation, dangers 
to the environment and the 
general movement for equality 
and participation,

The broadcast said that the 
Indian regulars fought alongside 
the Bengali secessionists in a 
machine-gun battle with a Pak- 
istani patrol on the road between 
Sylhet, East Pakistan, and the 
Indian frontier town of Karim- 
ganj. It did not Sfly when, the 
clash took place. 

The Indian troops withdrew 
after the battle, leaving the 
Bengalis behind, the radio mild. 
It said that 137 East Pakistanis 
were killed but did not mention 
any casualties on the government 
side. 

A Defense Ministry spokesman 
in New Delhi dismissed the re- 
port as "nonsense.'’ 

Pakistan repeatedly has ac- 
cused India of armed interven- 
tion In the war. But. until to- 
day, the accusations have iden- 
tified the intruders only as mem- 
bers at the paramilitary border 
security force or as “infiltrators." 
Today was the first time that 
Pakistan has charged India- with 
using regular forces.

KAR ACHI. Pakistan, May 14 
(NYT). — P akistatt government 
sources reported yesterday that 
China had offered on interest- 
free loan of $20 million not tied 
to the purchase of Chinese prod- 
ucts.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.— A 
new judge was appointed here 
yesterday to hear pre-trial pro- 
ceedings in the Angela Davis case. 

Superior Court Judge Richard

Judge Amasan, 49, is the third

Marin civic Center shooting last 
August.

Court judges had Indicated that 
they would not hear the case be- 
cause of a close association with 
Judge Harold J. Haley, one of four 
persons killed in the incident. 

The first judge appointed, Su- 
perior Court Judge 'William. P.

Under California law, defen- 
dants may challenge Judges for 
cause; but must provide proof of 
bias and prejudice.

As he withdrew from the case, 
Judge Lindsay denied that he 
was prejudiced and indicated that 


the statute left him no way to 
reject the peremptory challenge. 
“...The judge Is the only person 
in this cou rt r o o m who without 
due process of law can be deprived 
of the privilege of establishing 
the falsity of such charge,” Judge 
Lindsay said.

—The Army recommended three 
black colonels far promotion to 
the rank of brigadier general 
yesterday.

The nominations would bring 
to four the number of Negro flag 
officers in the Army. The Air 
Farce has one black general and 
the Navy has one black admiral. 

Judge L. Howard Bennett, Pen- 
tagon director for equal oppor- 
tunity, said, that the appoint- 
ments would go far toward re- 
lieving the Army of the charge 
of “tokenism.”

Military As- 
sistance Command in South Viet- 
nam. He has a master of science 
degree in international affairs 
from George Washington Univer- 
sity. Before he went to South 
Vietnam, he was a training bri-

personnel at the Department of 
the Army headquarters. 

By naming three black brig- 
adier generals the Army con- 
tinued a tradition begun In 1940 
when it broke the color Hn* with 
the appointment of the first 
Negro flag officer, Benjamin O. 
Davis. Gen. Davis died last year. 

His son, Benjamin O. Davis jr., 
b ecam e the second such officer. 
He is now in charge of a federal 
program to control airline hijack- 
ings and has the rank of lieu- 
tenant general (retired). 

Two more blacks who win soon 
attain the rank of general are 
C.C. Bryant of the District of 
Columbia National Guard, and 
Benjamin L. Hun ton of the TTJS. 
Army Reserve. Their; nomina- 
tions have not yet been con- 
firmed —

“The grand Jury sitting here 
will undoubtedly come up with 
more information that will lead 
to . indictments of more defen- 
dants," the attorney general said. 

Mr Mitchell also said the May- 
day Collective that organized last 
week's demonstrations, which 
were 'marked by large-scale dva 
disobedience and rnniK ' arrests, 
“was 'not very collective — to the 
last days it was breaking apart.” 
But only a few hours after Mr. 
Mitch all spoke, a group of anti- 
war leaders announced that dem-

Philippe Bondu conducted such 
an auction Wednesday at ' the 
Hdtel Drouot. The room was filled 
with Plea Market dealers and 
Junk store owners. The lots were 
not numbered and came up for 
sale in a haphazard way. 
Strangely enough, however, there 
were experts— Marcel Lecomte 
for prints and Gerard de Fom- 
mervault for old silver. Both of 
them are well-known in the art 
market. The contrast between 
their presence, which lent the 
sale a measure of dignity, and 
the apparent sloppiness of the 
proceedings is typical of such 
sales. 

The auction began with prints. 
The first lot of any significance 
was a set of four colored engrav- 
ings by J.F. Herring, framed, in 
pitch pine.

price. Dealers were sot in the 
mood for the posters so eagerly 
sought after by interior decora- 
tors. Even the glamorous name of 
Toulouse-Lautrec couldn't rouse 
them. ' An original “Jane AvriT' 
print, in a somewhat dilapidated 
condition, offered at 600 francs 
was knocked down at only 870 
francs. The print part of the sale 
came to an end with two delight- 
ful graphics of the Napoleon I 
period showing women dancing 
and done in subtle shades of 
light gray. The un enthusiastic 
price offered by the winning 
bidder was 46 francs (my per- 
sonal estimate had been 200 
francs'*. 

Then came old silver and jewel- 
ry. “An old purse, gilt silver, 25 
grams," the auctioneer announc- 
ed. The charming, late 19th- 
century lady’s purse was passed 
around on a tray by a clerk. It 
made 36 francs. Rings, chains, 
necklaces followed, never refer- 
red to except in terms of •weight. 


Small Brawl 

The room was buzzing with 
private conversations among 

dealers. In the overheated at- 

mosphere, a little brawl, typical 
of the Hdtel Drouot, interrupted 
the humdrum proceedings. 

“Would you please stop talk- 
ing.” Mr. Bondu thundered sud- 
denly, directing himself to two 
men, collar buttons undone and 
ties comfortably loosened, stand- 
ing at the back of the room. 
“Get out I” the auctioneer's as- 
sistant shouted in his turn, 
rather unconvincingly. The two 
men winked at a chum of theirs, 
and made same apologetic ges- 
ture in the auctioneer’s direc- 
tion. 

The sale jogged on ... 40 
francs, 50, 60, 65, 70 . . . 

“Tour- 5 , sir” the auctioneer 
sternly Informed a dealer sitting 
in a comer and engaged in an 


animated discussion. "No, T drop- 
ped out at 65." “No,” Mr. Bondu 
yelled back, “it’s yours. Tour, 
chatting is better than your 
bidding.” “Okay. 70 francs, to' 
please you." Bang went the 
hammer. The auctioneer and 
bidder both looked very pleased 
with themselves. 

A few more lots and then, all 
of a sudden, one could hear the 
silver expert, Mr. de Fcmmer- 
vault, calling out. ‘‘An Important 
brooch, inlaid with diamonds and 
a few rose diamonds: 20,000 
francs is bid.” It was knocked 
down at 46,220 francs. The 
“brooch.” In fact, was a splendid 
spray pin, is its original box, 
made about 1880 by Mellerlo, the 
Rue de la.Palx jeweler. Accord- • 
lng to one of the leading dealers 
in Paris, few pieces of compa- 
rable importance have been of- 
fered in Paris In recent months- 
It was sold within 50 seconds. 

The next lot was laid down 
on the block for 100 francs and 
fetched little more. No one in 
the room looked surprised at the 
contrast This disparity in qual- 
ity. not to speak of prices, is 
not at all unusual at such mixed 
sales. 


Another Sale 

While all this may be colorful, 
it would be unthinkable in En- 
gland. Such sales are extremely 
useful, however, to anyone who 
wants to get a fair idea of day- 
to-day market trends. The at- 
tendance at such sales consists 
exclusively of dealers who whl 
not allow themselves to be car- 
ried away by such enthusiasms 
as might move collectors. Dealers 
pay what they feel is the right 
price. Apparently, they now feel 
they must pay lower prices. . 

Another mixed sale of a much 
higher order, held the same day 
by Etienne Ader, confirms this 
trend.

It also will include paintings by several other members of the 
Kennedy family. 

The late President painted briefly in the mId-18506 while re- 
covering from a back injury. He concluded he had no talent, 
and gave up.

T QNDON, May 14.— The Na- 
' Ll tional Theatre's production 
of Shakespeare's “Coriolanus" at 
the Old Vic Is a disappointment, 
a strange, botched affair. Rumors 
of difficulties began circulating 
when Christopher Plummer left 
after a few rehearsals and was 
replaced In the title role by 
A nthony Hopkins. One tale, 
since denied, was that the two 

German directors, Joachim Ten- 

fichert and Manfred Wekwerth, 
had come to London expecting 
to stage the 

■ equivalent of the Berliner En- 
semble’s version by Brecht which 
played at the Old Vic six years 
Ago. 

Although it sticks to Shake- 
speare, the production still leans 
heavily on the Berliner Ensemble. 
The curtain rises on Karel von 
Appen’s massive white Raman 
archway that reverses to become 
the black wooden stockade of tbe 
Volscians. The gmpbturfa of the 
play is still on the plebs, with 
Coriolanus appearing as a sort 
of embryo fascist, given to strut- 
ting stiffly about the stage as 
he grows contemptuous of the 
mob. But, since tww interpreta- 
tion runs counter to the actual 
text, there has been a certain 
ma ngl i ng of Shakespeare’s lines. 

The greatest loss comes in the 
battle scenes, which were stylized 
rituals of great force in the 
Berliner Ensemble's treatment. 
The British actors tr ansf orm 
them into heavy, clumsy, 
even ludicrous spectacles as the 
soldiers pTh-rVi in slow 

motion. The evening is greatly 
lengthened, too, by a curtain that 
swishes across between every 
scene, accompanied by loud 
rattles as the scenery is shoved 
about 

Anthony Hn plrlfu; , pla y in g hu 
third major role of the season, 
mars what should have been an 
impressive, sullenly brutal per- 
formance by bring unintelligible 
a great deal of the Mm* When 
he rants, which he does often, 
his words blur Into a meaning- 
less scream. He and the produc- 
tion are best tn the scene where 
he begs tbe support of the com- 
mon people. He paces between 
the groups like an impatient cat, 
his vacillations and sudden soli- 
citings emphasized by the revolv- 
ing stage, until he can take no 
more humiliation and roars out 
with angry pride. 

Performances 

Denis Qttffley - gives a strong 
performance as Aufidius and 
John Moffat scores as a whimsical [“ 
and pedantic Memenius. Among 
the minor roles, Maggie Riley 
provides some welcome comic 
relief as an empty-headed gossip. 
But the play has lost most of 
its power, farced interfile Brecht- 
fan mold of being concerned with 
“the great man’s belief in his 
own indtaspenaabOtty.” 

The great confrontation scene 
between Coriolanus and his 
mother (Constance Cummings) 
goes far nothing. The directors 
have narrowed the scope of the 
play with a stogie-minded insis- 
tence that Shakespeare was writ- 
ing about a clam struggle. But 
his political concern was with 
an entirely different social con- 
flict, a moral dilemma over an 
individual’s responsibility to so- 
ciety- S h a k espeare, after all, was 
an u n ashamed bourgeois and It 
is perverse of the National, de- 
spite an understandable enthu- 
siasm for the Berliner Ensemble, 
to pretend otherwise.

T" ONDON.— For once it was rated dirty, dishonest and 
right to use that overworked sexy..' 


There Is light at last at the end of the 
symbolic tunnel under the English Channel 
through which Britain, for ten years and 
despite two crushing setbacks, has been 
groping its way toward Europe.

until this week the overriding question- 
mark remained France: Would President 
Pompidou at the showdown meet, valid 
British requirements with flexibility and 
generosity? Or would he Interpose the key 
obstacles that together could constitute as 
effective a blackball on Britain as those cast 
by General de Gaulle in 1963 and 1967? 

Ironically, the only remaining question- 
mark of real Importance now is Britain it- 
self. Edward Heath Is within striking 
distance of a dream he has nourished for 
Britain for 20 years. He may be able to cover 
the rest of the ground in his talks with Mr. 
Pompidou next week. He is within reach of 
terms for entry that Britain's staunchest 
backers in the Common Market— the Nether- 
lands, West Germany, Italy — consider rea- 
sonable. 

The prime minister probably has a built- 
in majority in the House of Commons for 
entry on those terms. But he also must con- 
front the latest opinion poll, which shows 
65 percent of the British opposed to joining 
the Community and only 20 percent in favor. 
In hlfi own Tory ranks he must deal with 
the formidable fanatic. Enoch Powell who 
Is certain to wrap himself In the Union Jack 
and proclaim a sell-out of Britain's birth- 
right. 

Mr. Heath also confronts the uncom- 
fortable fact that a majority of Labor mem- 
bers or Parliament have reverted to type In 


opposition and wUl fight entry on any terms, 
especially In the absence of any leadership 
from Harold Wilson, who has wavered con- 
siderably from the strong pro-Europe stance 
he had finally been persuaded to assume as 
prime minister. 

Clearly Mr. Heath needs an emphatic 
majority In Parliament and a revival of sup- 
port In the country to lead Britain across 
this watershed of its history- And clearly 
this will demand a higher order of political 
leadership than has been required of him 
during 11 months as prime minister. But 
that Is really what this portentous matter 
has always been about. 

No serious observer ever believed that Brit- 
ain’s third bid for Common Market member- 
ship could founder on differences over Com- 
monweath sugar or New Zealand butter. Im- 
portant as these may be. What was requir- 
ed was the political will for Britain's entry — 
above all a political decision In London no 
less than in Paris. That remains the basic 
requirement. 

The millennium will not have arrived with 
the crossing of the European Community 
threshold by Britain, fallowed by Ireland, 
Denmark and possibly Norway. Jean Mon- 
net’s dream of a United States of Europe — 
a dream shared by many Americans— will 
still be for the far future. 

The Initial costs of Common Market mem- 
bership to Britain will be severe In respect 
both to the drain on Its balance of pay- 
ments and the price of food. An enlarged 
Community is bound to create problems as 
well as opportunities for the United States 
and other trading nations on the outside. 

But If Brussels this week had been the 
scene of breakup rather than breakthrough 
—if Britain's third knock on the door had 
been rebuffed— the result would have been 
a catastrophic setback for Western unity.

The Mansfield Amendment: Why Not 

Vietnam? 


The merits, the politics and the diplomacy 
of the Mansfield amendment to the draft- 
extension bill which would compel the 
United States to halve Its troop strength In 
Europe by Dec. 31, are three separate 
matters. 

On the merits, the amendment is a disas- 
ter. The essence of alliance is to consult 
with one's allies about the common interest. 
To present them with a fait accompli 
especially one of the Mansfield magnitude, 
would quite certainly cost the United States 
not only the confidence of its allies but 
also the respect of Its adversaries. In 
particular, the prospects of negotiating 
troop reductions or political settlements In 
Europe with, the Warsaw Pact would dis- 
integrate. Important sums might be saved 
on the American defense budget and balance 
of payments. Far more important Increments 
would be lost to Washington's world posi- 
tion and its word. 

The politics of the Mansfield amendment 
seem to be that even though its sponsor may 
give way on details of number and date 
In order to get It through the Senate, the 
measure stands virtually no chance of clear- 
ing the House, and the President doubtless 
would employ a veto if any significant shred 
of it reached his desk. We have a certain 
sympathy for Senator Mansfield, who has 
tried patiently and politely for years to win 
successive Presidents over to his view, but 
this does not Justify his use of a legislative 
bludgeon now. The very fact that he in- 
troduced his amendment, even though it 
may be watered down and finally defeated, 
will stretch taut the already strained rela- 
tions between the White House and the 
Capitol and— without Just cause— embarrass 
the President In his conduce of foreign 
affairs. 

This is where the diplomacy of the 
amendment lies. There is nothing magic 
about the figure of 310,000 American men in 
Europe but it Is spun of more than cotton 
candy. It reflects a NATO consensus on the 
military requirements of Western security 


and It also reflects a political guarantee of 
the American commitment to Europe. Any 
change from this figure must express more 
than a senator’s irritation or the general 
weariness over Vietnam or an attack of 
balance-of-payments blues. Above all. any 
change must flow from an alliance decision. 

We have never been sanguine about 
chances of getting Moscow to negotiate 
troops cuts, if only because of the large oc- 
cupation role of Soviet troops tn East Eu- 
rope. This should not mean, however, that 
American troops are frozen in place until 
Moscow feels ready to trust its East Euro- 
pean allies. Ideally, reduction or thin-out or 
redeployment would be mutual, but in 
practice it may be appropriate and safe 
simply for NATO to sit down and as an 
alliance explore again whether improvements 
in NATO firepower or mobility or changes 
In the nature of the Soviet threat may not 
permit certain agreed reductions, or whether 
the growing unity and strength of West Eu- 
rope may now allow the Europeans them- 
selves to take over a greater share of their 
own defense. The key words are, we repeat, 
as an alliance. Therein, the postwar years 
have shown, lies the true security of the 
West. 

In fact, if Senator Mansfield and others 
feel an overwhelming urge to retrench and 
reduce American forces overseas, there Is 
another far more appropriate place they 
might look: Vietnam. To summon home 
troops from one theater where they have 
helped keep the peace well for more than 
two decades, while shying from removing 
troops from a theater of costly and agoniz- 
ing war. Is lopsided and baffling. There looms 
in the Senate, beyond the Hatfield -McGov- 
ern tmendment. which would set a flat dead- 
line for withdrawal from Vietnam, the 
Cooper-Church amendment, which would in 
effect require the President to set a dead- 
line linked to Hanoi’s release of American 
POWs. Why Europe, why not Vietnam?

UJS. -Make Car Sales Up 23.5% 

Sales of UJS.-make care rose 235 percent to 
217,619 autos in the May 1-10 period from 178,203 
a year earlier. Some industry forecasters had 
expected deliveries closer to 200,000. The largest 
increase, 40.8 percent, was recorded at General 
Motors, where the daily selling rate set a record 
for the period. Salas rose 7 percent at Chrysler 
and 1 percent at American Motors, while Ford 
sales slid 2 percent. 

April Payments Surplus in Japan 

Japan's balanced-payments surplus stood at 
an estimated $440 million to April— up from $159 
mil linn a year earlier, but down from $529 million 
to March — the Finance Ministry reports. The 
surplus was attributed to a favorable trade bal- 
ance and to active net investment by foreigners 
in Japanese securities. Exports rose 24 percent 
from a year earlier to $1.87 billion, while imports 
increased 9 percent to $X5l billion. The long- 


term capital account showed an estimated net 
inflow of S90 million, down from $125 million a 
year earlier. 

U.S. Anti-Pollution Spending 

US. business plans to spend $3.64 billion this 
year for air and water pollution controls, or only 
2D percent of the amount needed to bring its 
facilities to current ecological standards. McGraw- 
Hill reports. Douglas Green v? aid, chief economist 
of the business publishing company, disclosed 
that the companies surveyed estimated it would 
take a total $18^ billion to do the job. 

lOS Auditor Resigning 

Arthur Andersen is Co., which has audited the 
accounts of XOS Ltd. and many of Its subsidiaries 
for the past several years, has asked that it not 
be renominated as auditor this year. An IOS 
executive said Arthur Andersen would complete 
its audit for 1970, but he did not say when. 


NEW YORK. May 14 ‘AP-DJ>. 
— The Federal Reserve's holdings 
of government securities in cus- 
tody accounts for foreign central 
banks and other financial insti- 
tutions rose more than si.l bil- 
lion in the week ended Wednes- 
day. data issued yesterday by the 
Fed showed. 

The Fed also reported that the 
UJS. monetary gold stock fell 
$400 million in the statement 
week to $10.33 billion— the lowest 
level since May 1936, when it 
totaled $105 billion. 

This represented a transfer of 
gold to replenish the UjS. ex- 
change stabilization fund, which 
had been depleted by the previ- 
ously announced sales of $282 
million in gold on behalf of 
France and $85 million to Belgium. 

Holdings Set Record 

The increase to Fed custody 
holdings far foreign iiretttntuwM 
was the largest such rise in 
about two years, bankers said, 
and brought the total holdings 
to a record $185 billion. 

These principally reflect in- 
vestment by central hanks of 
dollars they have accumulated, 
partly as result of the specula- 
tive attack against the dollar In 
the international currency mar- 
ket. 

As usual, it was not disclosed 
for which foreign accounts the 
securities were being purchased. 
It was estimated, however, that 
about half represented newly in- 
vested funds: the balance reflect- 
ed the transfer of the securities 
from other New York depositories 
to the Federal Reserve. 

Domestic Loans Rise 

On the domestic front, the Fed 
said commercial and industrial 
loans cm the books of the 12 
leading New York banks rose 
$430 million to the latest week. 
This compared with a drop of 
$231 million to the like 1970 week 
and was the largest weekly in- 
crease since a $589 million rise 
last September. 

Analysts frequently consider 
commercial and industrial Jann 
demand ns a barometer of the 
economy. The New York banks 
account for about one-third of 
the nation’s outstanding bank 
loans. 

The latest increase came from 
a broad sector of.D-S. borrowers, 
but also' included an estimated 
Increase of about $150 million 
in loans to overseas commercial 
and industrial concerns. It was 
not immediately known whether 
the overseas business borrowings 
were related to the international 
currency situation. Part of the 
gain might have simply been a 
bookkeeping maneuver reflecting 
transfer of loans from books of 
foreign branches to those of the 
New York headquarters.

“I had no idea that it was so 
hard,” an exh aust ed Bannister 
said, after electrifying the 
sports world with his time of 
3 minutes 59.4 seconds. 

Sunday at Franklin Held in 
Philadelphia, 17 years after 

Bannister’s remarkable achieve- 
ment — a feat editorialized as 
the equal of man's conquest of 
Mount Everest-two American 
middle-distance runners, Jim 
Ryun and Marty Liquori. will 
contest what- is being billed as 
The Dream Mile. 

The race; to be held in con- 
junction with O'** third aT 1 "^ 
Dr. Ttfnrtfri Luther TCbig jr. in - 
ternational Freedom Games, has 
rivaled any single event in track 
And field in this country si n ce 
the 1932 Summer Olympics. 
From an artistic standpoint, it 
may equal the renowned Ban- 
nistemJohn Landy Mile of the 
Century, held Aug. 7, 1354. in 
Vancouver during the British 
Empire Games. 

Bannister Won 
That race, won by Bannister 
by five yards over Landy in 
3:58A, attracted an internation- 
al television audience of 40 mil- 
lion with 20 million more listen- 
ers on radio. 

Right runners, and possibly 
KJpcboge Ketoo of Kenya, the 
Olympic lb00-meter champion, 
have been invited for The 
Dream Mile. But the focus of 
track and field fans, and mil- 
lions of national television view- 
ers- win be on America’s top two 
mDers, Ryun and LiquorL 
The 24-year-old Ryun is the 
world record-holder in the mile 
(3:5L1). has broken 4 minutes 
more often than any athlete (23 
times) and is the most glamor- 
ous performer in the sport, 
respected as much in Europe 
as he is in the United States. 

Liquori, 21, is the last runner 
to defeat Ryun In a mile and 
one of the few athletes who has 
challenged the tall, thin Kan- 
san, even in defeat.

Although citizens are not com- 
mitting a crime at the moment, 
they could commit one later, and 
it’s safer for society to have 
them locked up. 

Q. Since they seem to dress 
alike, how do you 5i«fcinguiah be- 
tween young people who are not 
committing a crime and those 
who are? 

A. You don’t. All young peo- 
ple are guilty of doing some- 
thing, and. besides, most of them 
are against the war. 

Q. Once you make an arrest, 
what do you do with the pris- 
oners? 

A. You take them to the nearest 
ball park or coliseum and keep 
them there. 

Q. How long? 

A. As long as you can. The 
bleeding hearts and civil liber- 
tarians will want you to charge 
them with a crime as soon as 
possible. But the Justice De- 
partment will back you In keep- 
ing them locked up. 

Q. Isn't the Justice Department 
supposed to protect people's con- 
stitutional rights? 

A. No. The only function of 
the Justice Department is to see 
that traffic keeps moving. 

Q. Suppose a judge demands 
that the arrest of an individual 
be made according to the law. 

A. That is not the problem of 
the police. That Is between the 
judge and the person arrested. 

Q. If innocent people can . be 
arrested during a mass demon- 
stration when they were doing 
nothing, why can't they be ar- 
rested for doing nothing when 
there isn't a mass demonstra- 
tion? 

A. That's a good question, and 
we hope, with the backing of the 
attorney general, we will be able 
to make such arrests In the fu- 
ture. We know now that it's im- 
possible to have law and order 
if the police are going to have to 
abide by the law.

Charlie Chaplin at 82

CANNES. May 14 tIHTi. — Charlie Chaplin, in Cannes yes- 

terday for the presentation of “City Ughts" at the 
festival, announced that the Roy Export Company i which con- 
trols the rights to his films) has entered into an arrangement 
with Black Inc.. A.G.. for the worldwide distribution of ■ eight 
of his famous features — among them "The Gold Rush," 
“Modern Times." “Limelight" and “The Great Dictator"— 
for all media, including theatrical television and video-cassette 
showings. 

‘Tm very pleased that my pictures will be seen again under 
the auspices which Mo Rothman has org an ized- I've known 
and respected bt™ since we first met when ‘Limelight’ opened 
in Paris In 1952. He's a superb salesman. I won’t quote figures, 
but I am reminded of what Goldwyn replied when be was 
asked how much he wanted far the sale of all bis films. T 
don't know the price, but when you name it. I'll hear a bell 
ring.’ I heard the bell in this case." 

Mr. Chaplin is staying in a spacious apartment at the Hotel 
du Cap at Antibes for a few days. The large drawing-room 
looks out on a beautiful garden with the dark blue Mediter- 
ranean beyond. The suite, a souvenir of Second Empire 
grandeur, is the residence of the Duke and Duchess of Windsor 
when they visit the Riviera. 

“Come In! Come In!" said Mr. Chaplin, opening the door 
himself. He was in a buoyant mood. At 82, his lace Is chubby, 
his cheeks apple-red and his waistline expanded, but his broad, 
pleased smile is as boyish as ever. He was dressed In a linen 
sports suit, a muffler at his throat. % 

In addition to completing arrangements for the rerelease of 
his films, Mr. Chaplin Is here to receive honors. The French 
government promoted him to the rank of commander of the 
Legion of Honor at a ceremony at the inaugural gala of the 
Cannes Festival. England has not yet officially recognized his 
services to the arts. 

“Perhaps I'm regarded as too much of an individualist, a 
loner, a non- conformist. I've always been so independent,” he 
mused. “And all the rlgamarole that goes with honors!” He 
threw up his hands in comic despair. 

“Now let's have one of those delicious drinks, a Pernod." 
he suggested. 

"It's believed that I have retired,” he said settling down 
in an armchair. “That's not true. I doubts that I shall ever 
retire. The other night an idea came to me for a film and 
I have started work on it. I've written about 12 pages in the 
last week. I haven't a title as yet, but it's about on execution 
—or a threatening execution— the story of a man condemned 
to hang in a Kansas jail. An American tragedy, no, an Amer- 
ican comedy or a black comedy as they term it nowadays. It's 
not a role for me, but perhaps for my son. Sydney. 

‘TVe written another scenario, too. The Freak’ for two 
of my daughters, Vicki and Josey. That's complete, but filming 
it — a side-show story— are matters of mechanics and money.

Mr. Chaplin is an infrequent movie-goer these days. 

T don't have to go, they come to me," he explained. T 
see many of them on television at home. It. seems to me that 
there is a great deal of amateurism today. Am I boasting when 
I class myself as a professional? I fan to see the advantage 
of a hand-held camera.. It is extremely awkward to hold a 
camera. Why impose a physical burden on the director- and 
the result Is Jerky and jittery, not in the least realistic. I'm 
quite faithful to realism. I enjoy seeing my own films. I'm 
always happily surprised.
